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OUTLOOK  FOR  1976/77 
MEXICAN  CITRUS  PRODUCTION  # 

Based  on  comments  of  unofficial  sources  in 
Mexico  in  early  to  mid-August,  the  1976/77  produc- 
tion of  oranges,  tangerines  and  grapefruit  in  the  four 
states  of  Nuevo  Leon,  Tamaulipas,  San  Luis  Potosi, 
and  Veracruz  is  tentatively  forecast  at  1,258,000 
metric  tons,  up  a  third  from  the  1975/76  freeze- 
reduced  crops.  These  states  produce  an  estimated  90 
percent  of  Mexico's  total  output  of  these  fruit.  The 
following  is  the  commodity  outlook  as  of  mid- 
August. 

Oranges.  Production  for  the  four  states  com- 
bined is  forecast  at  1,062,000  metric  tons,  27  percent 
above  last  season's  and  highest  since  1972/73.  Vera- 
cruz experienced  a  normal  set  and  production  is  pro- 
jected at  525,000  tons,  the  same  as  that  of  last  sea- 
son. The  crop  in  Nuevo  Leon  is  forecast  at  300,000 
tons,  nearly  three  times  last  season's  101,800-ton, 
freeze-damaged  crop,  but  still  below  1 970/7  l's 
360,000  tons.  Output  in  Tamaulipas  is  forecast  at 
125,000  tons,  about  the  same  as  last  season's.  In 
San  Luis  Potosi  production  is  seen  at  1 1 2,000  tons, 


up  36  percent  from  that  of  1975/76,  but  still  far 
under  the  150,000-210,000-ton  crops  of  1970/71 
through  1974/75.  Failure  to  reach  these  earlier 
levels  in  San  Luis  Potosi  is  attributed  to  freeze- 
killed  trees  and  many  semi-abandoned  groves. 

Tangerines.  Total  four-state  output  is  projected 
at  152,500  metric  tons  compared  to  just  69,600  tons 
last  season.  Production  in  Nuevo  Leon  is  forecast  at 
100,000  tons,  nearly  five  times  last  season's  total, 
although  still  under  the  104,000-ton  record  of  both 
1970/71  and  1972/73.  Fruit  was  reported  to  be  sizing 
well  as  of  early  August.  Veracruz  production  is 
forecast  at  42,000  tons,  the  same  as  last  season's. 

Grapefruit.  The  current  outlook  is  for  a  record 
crop  of  43,500  metric  tons,  up  37  percent  from  that 
of  last  season.  A  good  set,  normal  sizes,  and  good 
weather  are  expected  to  boost  Nuevo  Leon's  produc- 
tion to  a  record  15,000  tons,  compared  to  only  7,000 
tons  last  season.  Veracruz  production  is  forecast  at  a 
record  22,000  tons,  3,000  above  last  season's.

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CITRUS  PRODUCTION  UP  3  PERCENT 
IN  1975/76  SEASON  TO  NEW  RECORD 

The  combined  outturns  of  sweet  oranges,  tange- 
rines, grapefruit,  and  lemons  of  23  leading  producing 
countries  (accounting  for  80-85  percent  of  world  out- 
put) is  forecast  at  a  record  37.6  million  metric  tons,  3 
percent  above  the  level  of  last  season.  The  1975/76 
season's  production,  complete  except  for  the  United 
States  (California)  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  is 
being  paced  by  a  13  percent  increase  in  grapefruit 
output  and  a  3  percent  rise  in  orange  (including  tan- 
gerines) production.  The  lemon  crop,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  expected  to  be  9  percent  smaller  than  the 
exceptionally  high  level  of  last  season,  mainly  because 
of  a  smaller  harvest  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  United  States,  citrus  production  is  fore- 
cast at  13.1  million  tons,  slightly  larger  than  last  sea- 
son's record  high.  Record  orange  and  grapefruit  crops 
resulted  from  heavier  outturns  in  Florida  and  Texas. 
Sharply  lower  California-Arizona  lemon  production  is 
nevertheless  the  third  best  of  record. 

Record  citrus  production  appears  likely  in 
other  areas  of  the  world.  In  the  Mediterranean  region, 
the  citrus  harvest  is  forecast  at  11.4  million  metric 
tons,  2  percent  higher  than  that  of  last  season,  on  the 
strength  of  higher  orange,  tangerine,  and  lemon  pro- 
duction. In  Japan,  citrus  output-mostly  tangerines 
and  oranges-is  expected  to  be  a  record  4.2  million 
tons,  7  percent  higher  than  last  season's.  A  Govern- 
ment-industry program  to  thin  the  mikan  crop  con- 
tinued this  year.  A  record  outturn  in  Brazil  (Sao 
Paulo  State  only)  of  4.4  million  tons  and  in  Argentina 
of  1.7  million  tons  is  expected  to  push  Southern 
Hemisphere  production  to  7.4  million  tons,  8  percent 
above  last  year's  record  high. 


Oranges  (including  tangerines).  The  principal 
reason  for  the  record  3 1 .3-million-ton  orange  crop  are 
additional  bearing  acreage  in  Brazil,  favorable  weather 
and  higher  yields  in  the  United  States  and  Japan,  im- 
proved weather  in  Morocco  and  Argentina,  and  con- 
tinued higher  annual  citrus  outturns  in  Egypt.  In  con- 
trast, the  combined  effects  of  freezes  in  both  the 
1974/75  and  1975/76  seasons  caused  lower  orange 
production  in  Mexico.  Italy's  orange  production 
dropped  nearly  9  percent,  primarily  because  of  damp 
spring  weather  that  reduced  the  fruit  set  in  the 
Calabria  region. 

Grapefruit.  Production  is  expected  to  reach  a 
record  3.6  million  tons  in  1975/76.  About  90  percent 
of  the  outturns  will  be  accounted  for  by  the  United 
States,  Israel,  and  Argentina.  Favorable  weather 
throughout  the  season  in  Texas  and  Florida  led  to  a 
record  U.S.  total  of  2.6  million  tons.  Both  Argentina 
and  Israel  set  new  production  highs. 

Lemons.  Production  is  projected  at  2.7  million 
tons  in  1975/76,  9  percent  less  than  that  of  last  sea- 
son but  still  the  second  highest^Sfrxecord.  The  reduc- 
ed total  ouput  for  the  17  couStries  included  in  the 
lemon  series  was  the  result  of  tK^  alternating  "down" 
year  in  the  California  and  Arizona  lemon  production 
cycle.  California-Arizona  lemon,  production5  fell  39 
percent  from  the  exceptionally  large  1974/75  harvest. 
Lemon  production  again  increased  in  th5  Medi- 
terranean area,  led  by  a  66  percent  jump  ut  Spain._ 
Outturns  in  Italy  and  Greece  w^4  "slightly  aBbve  last 
season's  good  crops.

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CITRUS  PRODUCTION:  NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE 
OUTLOOK  FOR  THE  1975/76  SEASON 


Summary 

Oranges.  Early-season  production  estimates  for  1975/76 
from  12  leading  Northern  Hemisphere  producing  countries 
suggest  that  the  Northern  Hemisphere  orange  crop  will  be 
about  2  percent  less  than  the  record  high  of  1974/75.  Most 
of  the  lower  forecast  is  based  on  smaller  harvests  in  the 
United  States  and  Mexico.  In  the  important  Medi- 
terranean producing  region,  the  crop  appears  to  be  about 
the  same  size  as  last  year's  with  only  Italy  experiencing  a 
major  decline —  the  result  of  a  poor  fruit  set  in  Calabria. 
Egypt's  production  continued  to  grow  rapidly,  while 
Moroccan  production  increased  18  percent  over  the  hot 
weather-stricken  1974/75  crop. 


Tangerines.  Available  early-season  estimates  indicate  a  4 
percent  increase  in  Northern  Hemisphere  tangerine 
production  in  1975/76  compared  with  1974/ 75's  outturn. 


Tangerine  harvests  were  larger  in  nearly  every  producing 
country  with  the  single  major  exception  of  Mexico,  where 
cold  weather  in  January  and  February  1975  resulted  in  a 
1975/76  crop  less  than  half  that  of  1974/75.  Record 
tangerine  harvests  in  Spain  and  Italy  appear  to  be  pacing 
record  Mediterranean-region  production.  Overall 
Mediterranean  tangerine  supplies  are  expected  to  be  from  5 
to  10  percent  larger  than  in  1974/75.  In  Japan,  which 
accounts  for  well  over  half  the  world's  tangerine  pro- 
duction, a  thinning  program  may  again  have  kept 
production  totals  under  the  record  set  in  the  1972/73 
season. 

Lemons.  Because  of  sharply  reduced  U.S.  production, 
Northern  Hemisphere  lemon  production  is  expected  to 
plunge  10  percent  below  the  record  set  in  1974/75. 
However,  supply  shortages  are  not  expected  in  either  the 
United  States,  where  the  crop  is  merely  normal,  or  in  the 
Mediterranean  region,  where  production  is  expected  to  be 
7  percent  larger.  The  projection  for  a  larger  Mediterranean 
crop  reflects  an  estimated  65  percent  increase  over  the 
relatively  small  1974/75  crop. 

Grapefruit.  Northern  Hemisphere  production  could  top 
3.3  million  tons,  an  increase  of  10  percent  over  that  of  the 
1974/75  season.  Record  1975/76  U.S.  production, 
estimated  to  be  322,000  tons  higher  than  that  of  last  year, 
accounted  for  virtually  the  entire  increase.  Production  in 
the  Mediterranean  region  is  expected  to  be  about  the  same 
as  in  1974/75. 

Production  by  Country 

Belize.  Combined  production  of  oranges  and  grapefruit 
is  ecpect ed  to  be  down  about  6  percent  in  1 975 /  76  from  that 
of  the  1974/75  season.  In  1975/76,  orange  production  is 
expected  to  fall  for  the  second  straight  season.  Lack  of  rain- 
fall was  the  principal  cause  of  the  decline  in  1974/75. 
Premature  fruit  drop,  the  high  cost  of  fertilizer,  and  disease 


Production  data  of  several  major  Northern 
Hemisphere  producing  countries,  including  the 
People's  Republic  of  China,  India,  and  Venezuela,  are 
not  included  in  the  scope  of  this  circular,  partly 
because  limited  information  is  available  and  partly 
because  these  countries  generally  have  not  been  major 
citrus  exporters. 

Information  concerning  sources  of  data  in  this 
publication  may  be  obtained  from  the  FAS  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Division,  Foreign  Commodity  Analysis, 
USDA,  Washington,  D.C.  20250.  The  primary  source 
of  foreign-country  production  statistics  is  FAS  field 
reports,  but  FAO,  OECD,  and  other  sources  have 
been  used.  U.S.  production  statistics  were  obtained 
from  the  USDA  report,  "Crop  Production,"  released 
February  10,  1976,  by  the  Statistical  Reporting 
Service. 

All  production  data  in  this  report  are  in  metric  units: 
1  metric  ton=2,204.6  pounds;  1  kilogram=2.2046 
pounds;  1  hectare=2.47  acres. 


and  insect  problems  have  contributed  to  recent  production 
declines. 

The  first  harvest  of  grapefruit  for  the  1975/ 76  season  was 
said  to  be  70  percent  below  normal  because  of  dry 
conditions  between  April  and  August,  but  the  outlook  for 
the  second  crop — to  be  harvested  from  November  through 
March — was  brighter  because  of  an  excellent  blossom  and 
set  following  rains  in  late  August  and  September.  Full 
1975/76  season  production  was  expected  to  reach  about 
18,300  tons,  compared  with  last  season's  19,400  tons. 
Citrus  plantings  were  reported  to  be  at  a  standstill. 

Cyprus.  An  accurate  assessment  of  the  citrus  situation  is 
impossible  because  of  a  lack  of  information  about  the 
Turkish  sector,  where  90  percent  of  the  island's  lemon  pro- 
duction and  some  70  percent  of  the  orange  and  grapefruit 
production  are  located.  However,  it  is  believed  that  the 
island's  total  citrus  production  will  not  be  much  improved 
over  the  1974/75  season  estimate.  Production  in  the 
Turkish  sector,  in  particular,  was  severely  disrupted  in 
1974/75  by  the  July  1974  military  conflict  when  many 
groves  went  without  irrigation  and  did  not  receive  proper 
applications  of  insecticides  and  fertilizers.  Citrus  diseases 
and  insects  are  reported  to  be  on  the  increase,  with  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  of  particular  concern  to  growers. 
Sizable  new  plantings  of  all  citrus  have  been  reported  in  the 
Greek  sector. 

Greece.  Orange  production  was  forecast  at  5 1 7,000  tons, 
up  2  percent  from  the  frost-damaged  crop  of  1974/75.  Last 
year's  frost,  which  destroyed  about  71,000  tons  of  oranges, 
also  reduced  the  set  and  production  for  the  1975 /  76  season. 
However,  the  quality  of  the  fruit  was  reported  to  be  excel- 
lent, at  least  through  the  early  part  of  the  season.  Tangerine 
production  was  forecast  at  36,500  tons,  7  percent  above 
that  of  1974/75,  because  of  favorable  weather  and  new 
producing  trees. 

Lemon  production  was  forecast  at  193,000  tons,  about  4 
percent  above  last  year's  level.  The  increased  production 
can  be  attributed  to  new  producing  trees,  satisfactory  farm 
prices,  better  cultural  practices,  and  favorable  weather. 
Quality  of  fruit  was  expected  to  be  very  good.  The  decline 
in  new  plantings  in  the  1974/  75  season  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table  reportedly  was  caused  by  marketing  problems 
during  the  last  two  years  as  well  as  the  reduced  availability 
of  irrigated  land  in  the  main  citrus  producing  areas.

Total  trees,  in  thousands,  as  of  December  31,  1974,  were 
reported  as  follows:  Oranges,  14,461;  tangerines,  1,596; 
lemons,  5,230;  grapefruit,  84. 

Although  a  Government  subsidy  payment  of  up  to  40 
percent  of  the  cost  of  propagation  material  was  reinstituted 
on  January  1,  1975,  it  is  not  expected  to  increase  citrus 
plantings  substantially.  For  new  orchards  larger  than  1 
hectare  and  planted  to  Valencia  late,  early  navels,  grape- 
fruit, Clementines  and  satsumas,  the  subsidy  payment  may 
reach  as  high  as  20,000  drachmas  (approximately  $576)  per 
hectare.  For  all  other  approved  varieties,  the  subsidy  may 
reach  as  high  as  10,000  drachmas  (approximately  $288)  per 
hectare.  The  reinstituted  plan  also  provides  an  income 
support  of  3,000  drachmas  (approximately  $84)  per  hectare 
for  orchards  not  over  5  years  old. 

Despite  an  earlier  statement  by  the  Greek  Government 
that  orange  production  must  decline  in  1975,  higher 
minimum  guaranteed  prices  were  set  on  navel  oranges  and 
tangerines  for  export  and  oranges  for  processing.  The  dif- 
ference between  what  buyers  pay  and  the  guaranteed 
minimum  price'  is  expected  to  cost  the  Government  $13.5 
million. 

Indications  were  that  a  new  5-year  development  plan 
expected  to  be  published  in  1976  would  call  for  lemon  pro- 
duction to  remain  stable  and  orange  production  to  decline. 

Israel.  The  early  outlook  for  the  1 975/  76  season  was  for  a 
citrus  harvest  about  the  same  size  as  the  1.5  million  tons 
produced  last  year.  Valencia  and  navel  crops  were  forecast 
to  be  slightly  higher.  Lemon  production  was  also  expected 
to  increase  and  the  final  estimate  of  grapefruit 
production — which  is  about  the  same  as  in  1974/75  in 
terms  of  number  of  fruit — will  depend  on  fruit  size  at  time 
of  harvesting. 

An  unofficial  estimate  stated  that  at  least  2,500  acres  of 
oranges  had  gone  out  of  production  in  1975.  This  area 
would  be  about  4  percent  of  the  total  orange  area  reported 
for  1974  and  may  foretell  future  reduction  in  production. 
However,  it  is  possible  that  acreage  recently  added  in  the 
southern  coastal  plain  will  slow  reduction. 

In  1974/75,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the 
Government  paid  a  direct  subsidy  to  citrus  producers  for 
fruit  diverted  to  processing.  Originally  set  at  50  Israeli 
pounds  (about  $7.90)  per  ton,  the  total  subsidy  paid  in  the 
1974/75  season  was  estimated  at  16  million  Israeli  pounds 
(approximately  $2.5  million)  or  about  20  percent  of  total 
returns  for  culls.  Reportedly,  the  better  returns  to  farmers 
during  the  1974/75  season  have  caused  demands  for  direct 
assistance  to  become  less  vocal. 

According  to  an  October  1975  report,  growers  were 
unhappy  about  having  part  of  their  returns  financed  by  a 
Government  subsidy.  They  maintained  that  processors 
could  pay  more  and  were  demanding  350  Israeli  pounds  per 
ton  (about  2.27  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  for  oranges. 

Italy.  Orange  production  in  1975/76  is  expected  to  reach 
1,549,000  tons,  about  12  percent  less  than  in  1974/75. 
Production  was  expected  to  be  down  in  all  areas,  especially 
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in  Calabria  (Italy's  "toe"),  where  a  damp  spring  affected  the 
fruit  set.  Blood  oranges  are  expected  to  account  for  69  per- 
cent of  the  crop  up  from  about  66  percent  last  year. 

Specialized  orange  groves  were  reported  at  100,493 
hectares  in  1974/75,  up  a  half  percent  from  the  previous 
year's  area,  with  about  7  percent  of  the  acreage  nonbearing. 
Mixed  orange  groves  were  reported  at  1 9,058  hectares,  up  3 
percent. 

For  the  entire  1974/75  season,  average  farmer  prices  for 
most  varieties  of  oranges  were  slightly  lower  than  in 
1 973/  74.  The  weighted  average  on-farm  price  ranged  from 
37  lire  per  kilogram  (2.5  U.S.  cents  per  pound,  or  about  $55 
per  ton)  for  Biondo  oranges  to  104  lire  per  kilogram  (7  U.S. 
cents  per  pound,  or  $153  per  ton)  for  Sanguinello.  About 
187,000  tons  of  oranges  were  reported  to  have  been  with- 
drawn (mostly  destroyed)  by  the  producers'  associations  in 
1974/  75.  Ahigh  export  subsidy  ranging  from  2.5  to  4.5  U.S. 
cents  per  pound  depending  on'  the  variety,  stronger  retail 
demand,  and  a  smaller  crop  are  expected  tb  result  in  an 
increase  in  on-farm  prices  in  1 975/  76,  with  only  50,000  tons 
forecast  to  be  withdrawn. 

Mandarin  production  is  forecast  at  365,000  tons  in 
1975/76,  9  percent  above  that  of  last  season,  because  of 
normal  weather  and  an  "on"  year  in  the  biennial 
production  cycle.  Clementine  production  is  forecast  at 
104,500  tons,  24  percent  above  that  of  1974/75.  Area  for 
1974/75  was  reported  at  14,940  hectares  of  specialized 
mandarin  production  (including  1,522  hectares 
nonbearing)  and  6,856  hectares  of  specialized  Clementine 
production  (including  1,162  hectares  nonbearing). 
Mandarin  and  Clementine  mixed  acreage  was  reported  at 
15,460  acres,  with  all  but  3  percent  in  production. 

Grower  prices  averaged  20  percent  higher  in  1974/75 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Growers  were  reported  to  be 
getting  110  to  160  lire  (about  7.3  to  10.7  U.S.  cents  per 
pound)  per  kilogram  for  mandarins  and  220-250  lire  (about 
14.7  to  16.7  U.S.  cents  per  pound)  per  kilogram  for 
Clementines  in  late  November  1975.  The  outlook  for 
1975/76  is  for  farm  prices  to  rise  20  to  30  lire  above  the  125- 
lire  average  received  in  1974/75. 

Because  of  favorable  weather,  lemon  production  for 
1975/76  was  forecast  at  785,000  tons,  an  increase 
of  1  percent  from  that  of  the  1975/76  season.  Lemon 
acreage  overall  has  remained  constant  in  recent  years,  with 
35,069  hectares  of  specialized  lemon  groves  (of  which  2 
percent  were  nonbearing)  and  10,655  hectares  of  mixed 
lemon  groves  reported  in  1974/75.  Prospects  are  for  a 
decline  in  bearing  acreage  in  the  next  few  years,  with  recent 
increases  in  production  due  to  better  control  of  mal  secco 
and  better  care  of  orchards.  The  free-on-farm  weighted 
average  prices  for  lemons  in  recent  years  were:  1972/73,  153 
lire  per  kilogram  ($225  per  ton);  1 973/  74,  1 24  lire  per  kilo- 
gram ($182  per  ton);  1974/75,  140  lire  per  kilogram  ($206 
per  ton). 

Grapefruit  production  reached  1,600  tons  in  1975,  7 
percent  above  that  of  1974.  Nearlyhalf  of  the  reported  120- 


hectare  specialized  and  mixed  acreage  is  reported  to  be 
nonbearing.  No  large  increase  in  acreage  is  foreseen. 

Japan.  Although  the  Government  industry  thinning 
program  again  was  adopted  for  the  1975/76  season  to 
reduce  overproduction  of  tangerines,  total  orange  and 
tangerine  production  was  expected  to  exceed  4. 1  million 
tons —  a  new  record.  The  thinning  program,  which  cost  the 
Government  and  producer  coops  each  about  $2.3  million  in 
1974,  effectively  reduced  production  by  about  20  percent 
and  stabilized  grower  prices. 

The  Japan  Fruit  Growers  Cooperative  Association 
(N1CHIENREN),  representing  most  of  the  growers,  set  its 
final  mikan  orange  production  target  for  1975/76  at  3.4 
million  tons,  but  most  independent  observers  believed  3.55 
million  tons  was  more  realistic.  NICHIENREN  instructed 
growers  to  reduce  the  yield  of  each  bearing  tree  by  30  fruit 
while  the  fruit  was  in  the  green  stage. 

Mikan  bearing  area  for  1975  was  estimated  at  160,700 
hectares,  compared  with  162,200  hectares  in  1974. 

Mexico.  Freezes  in  January  and  frosts  in  February  1975 
were  expected  to  result  in  a  1975/76  citrus  production  of 
only  936,700  tons  in  the  four  leading  producing  states 
(Nuevo  Leon,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Tamaulipas,  and 
Veracruz),  about  18  percent  below  that  of  1974/75.  The 
freezes  affected  oranges,  tangerines,  and  grapefruit,  with 
production  particularly  hard  hit  in  Nuevo  Leon  and  San 
Luis  Potosi. 

The  orange  crop  was  expected  to  be  13  percent  below 
that  of  1974/ 75  and  19  percent  below  the  bumper  1970/71 
crop.  However,  a  large  off-season  orange  crop  in  Nuevo 
Leon  is  expected  during  the  summer  of  1976  if  cold 
temperatures  are  escaped.  (An  estimated  75,000-ton  1975 
summer  crop  in  Nuevo  Leon  was  completely  wiped  out  by 
the  January  1975  freeze).  This  1976  off-season  summer 
crop  is  not  included  in  the  1975/76  estimate. 

The  estimated  1975/76  tangerine  crop  of  70,000  tons  in 
the  four-State  area  would  be  55  percent  below  1974/75 
production.  Again,  the  cold  weather  was  extremely 
damaging  to  the  tangerine  crops  in  Nuevo  Leon  and  San 
Luis  Potosi.  In  Nuevo  Leon  alone,  tangerine  production 
was  expected  to  be  only  a  fourth  of  the  1974/75  crop. 
Nuevo  Leon's  grapefruit  harvest  was  hard  hit,  but  the  pro- 
duction loss  was  partially  offset  by  small  increases  in 
Veracruz  and  Tamaulipas. 

Adverse  economic  conditions  of  the  last  3  years  for 
orange  producers,  especially  in  Nuevo  Leon  and  San  Luis 
Potosi,  reportedly  have  caused  the  more  marginal 
producers  to  expend  less  than  normal  for  upkeep  of  groves 
and  in  some  cases  to  abandon  them  or  switch  crops.  In 
addition,  field  worker  wages  have  been  rising  rapidly.  In  the 
1974/75  season,  wages  and  fringe  benefits  were  about  $5.41 
per  working- day,  40  "percent  above  the  1975 /  74  level. 
On  the  brighter  side  for  growers,  the  1975/76  on-farm 
prices  for  citrus  were  substantially  higher  than  a  year  ago. 
For  example,  in  Nuevo  Leon  the  mid-November  1975  on- 
farm  orange  price  of  $48-$56  per  metric  ton  was  about  86

percent  higher  than  the  year  before,  while  tangerine  prices 
of  from  $80-5100  were  about  73  percent  higher.

Morocco.  The  1975/76  citrus  production  was  forecast, 
on  the  basis  of  first  grower  estimates,  at  721,000  tons — up 
20  percent— but  still  far  below  the  peak  of  1972/73.  The 
1974/  75  citrus  production  figure  was  revised  sharply  down- 
ward to  602,000  tons,  a  reflection  of  last  year's  bad  weather. 
Also,  better  census  methods  were  introduced  last  season, 
which  caused  some  reduction  in  previous  figures.  For  the 
1975/  76  season,  orange  production —  estimated  at  566,000 
tons — appears  to  have  held  up  relatively  well  despite  the 
second  consecutive  dry  year.  Clementine  production  which 
totaled  an  estimated  135,000  tons,  was  affected  by  July  and 
August  hot-weather  damage  to  blossoms  and  scorching 
winds  in  some  regions. 

Area  planted  to  citrus  remained  at  74,000  hectares,  most 
of  which  is  irrigated.  Uprooting  of  wilkings,  monrealsand 
fines  was  offset  by  plantings  of  Clementines,  navels, 
Washington  sanguines,  salustianas,  and  maroc 
lates — varieties  oriented  to  European  tastes.  Morocco 
hopes  this  mix  will  keep  citrus  fruit  on  the  market  during 
the  entire  harvest  season.  One  report  indicates  that  the 
Government  was  to  provide  just  over  $10  million  in  sub- 
sidies for  uprooting  and  grafting  of  varieties  to  be  phased 
out. 

Grower  associations  made  representations  to  the 
Government  last  year  for  a  guaranteed  minimum  price, 
which  would  be  in  line  with  the  policy  set  for  cereals,  sugar- 
beets,  and  sunflowerseed.  The  Government,  however,  did 
not  grant  the  request,  on  the  grounds  that  citrus  is  a  less 
vital  commodity  and  that  it  was  not  financially  feasible  at 
that  time. 

Spain.  The  quality  of  the  1975/76  citrus  crop,  estimated 
at  nearly  2,793,000  tons,  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  with 
fruit  of  good  size.  Production  increases  were  reported  for 
all  types  of  citrus,  ranging  from  1.4  percent  for  oranges  to 
65  percent  in  lemon  production. 

Based  on  the  latest  official  statistical  data  (for  1973), 
varietal  composition  of  citrus  acreage  is  as  follows:

A  comparison  between  the  above  figures  and  the 
December  1971  census  reveals  acreage  increases  of  13.7, 
34.8,  and  19.9  percent  for  oranges,  tangerines,  and  lemons, 
respectively.  Satsuma  acreage  shows  the  greatest  relative 
increase — 57  percent.  Area  devoted  to  navel  oranges  and 
verna  lemons  rose  15  and  18  percent,  respectively,  from 
1971  levels. 

In  2  years,  Valencia  Province  has  almost  trebled  acreage 
planted  to  satsumas  and  has  increased  navel  acreage  by  41 
percent.  Alicante  and  Malaga  are  the  two  Provinces  that 
show  the  greatest  relative  increase  in  verna  lemon  acreage, 
39.6  and  34.9  percent,  respectively. 

Soaring  input  costs  continued  to  have  a  depressing  effect 
on  the  improvement  of  cultural  practices,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  pesticide  use. 

The  Government  of  Spain  continues  to  subsidize  pest- 
control  programs  such  as  those  designed  to  control  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  and  the  white  fly,  as  well  as  the 
replacement  of  diseased  or  suspect  citrus  trees  by  tristeza- 
resistant  seedlings.  Subsidization  is  also  extended  to  fuel 
and  the  purchase  of  certain  types  of  equipment  and 
machinery. 

Trinidad  and  Tobago.  Preliminary  indications  for  the 
1 975/  76  crop  suggest  significant  increases  in  production  of 
oranges  and  grapefruit  following  the  relatively  poor 
harvest  of  1974/75.  (Official  forecasts  for  the  1974/75  and 
1975/76  season  are  not  available.) 

The  Government  assists  farmers  through  subsidies  on 
fertilizers  and  fungicide  sprays.  Although  leaf  spot  disease 
is  satisfactorily  controlled  by  spraying,  the  industry 
continues  to  be  plagued  by  nematodes,  with  some  older 
trees  dying.  Trinidad  has  concentrated  its  research  efforts 
on  controlling  nematodes  and  viruses  and  will  soon  beable 
to  distribute  virus-free  budwood.  The  nursery  attached  to 
the  research  station  distributed  23,000  citrus  plants  during 
the  1 974/  75  crop  year,  but  growers  are  generally  reluctant 
to  replace  their  old  trees  with  disease-free  young  stock  that 
will  not  bear  fruit  for  3  to  5  years. 

Turkey.  A  new  system  of  estimating  production  has 
resulted  in  significant  increases  in  the  1974  75  citrus 
production  data,  particularly  for  lemons.  On  the  basis  of 
the  new  method,  the  1975/ 76  citrus  production  forecast  is 
for  885,000  tons,  a  decline  of  about  2  percent  from  that  of 
1974/75.  The  new  data  collection  system,  which  has  about 
doubled  1974/75  and  1975/76  lemon  production  figures. 
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compared  with  those  for  1973/74,  is  based  on  estimates 
from  the  regional  office  of  the  State  Institute  of  Statistics 
rather  than  on  grower  questionnaire  returns. 

Citrus  tree  numbers  in  1974/75  were  also  statistically 
revised.  The  new  revisions  indicate  a  total  of  just  under  1 5.5 
million  trees,  including  8. 1  million  orange  trees,  4.0  million 
tangerine  trees,  2.4  million  lemon  trees,  0.7  million  sour- 
orange  trees,  and  0.2  million  grapefruit  trees. 

United  States.  An  orange  crop  9  percent  larger  than  that 
of  the  previous  year  and  a  lemon  crop  78  percent  larger  led 
to  a  new  U.S.  citrus  production  record  of  13.2  million  tons 


in  1974/75,  11  percent  above  that  of  1973/74.  A  bigger- 
than  -average  fruit  set  and  good  weather  in  California  and 
Florida  boosted  the  combined  orange  and  tangerine 
production  to  9.9  million  tons.  The  record  1. 1-million-ton 
lemon  crop  resulted  from  a  heavier  set  and  larger  fruit  size. 
Grapefruit  production  of  just  under  2.25  million  tons  was 
the  lowest  since  1970. 

Citrus  production  was  expected  to  total  about  1 3  million 
tons  in  the  1975/76  season.  Slightly  lower  orange  pro- 
duction and  an  estimated  34  percent  reduction  in  lemon 
production  were  expected  to  be  partially  offset  by  a  15 
percent  increase  in  grapefruit  production.

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The  citrus  statistics  in  this  publication  cover  the  seasons 
from  1968/ 69  through  1973/74.  The  data  include  fresh  fruit 
and  products  of  sweet  oranges,  tangerines,  lemons,  and 
grapefruit. 

For  several  reasons,  comparisons  of  trade  data  between 
countries  may  be  difficult.  Countries  may  collect  data  on 
the  basis  of  different  years  such  as  calendar  year  or 
production  year.  Some  countries  include  more  than  one 
citrus  item  in  an  overall  "umbrella,"  or  "basket,"  classi- 
fication. The  citrus  juice  data  of  some  countries,  for 
instance,  do  not  distinguish  between  the  various  degrees  of 
concentration  or  even  between  concentrates  and  single- 
strength  juices.  Finally,  data  may  be  collected  by  different 
measurements;  for  example,  citrus  juice  is  measured  in 
gallons  in  some  countries  and  by  weight  in  others. 


Citrus  Production 

The  24  countries  included  in  the  production  tables 
currently  account  for  an  estimated  80  to  85  percent  of  world 
citrus  output.  Citrus  production  in  these  countries  rose 
from  27  million  tons  in  1968/69  to  35.6  million  tons  in 
1973,  74,  an  increase  of  32  percent.  In  1973/  74  total  citrus 
production  consisted  of  83  percent  oranges,  nearly  8 
percent  lemons,  and  just  under  10  percent  grapefruit  by 
weight.  These  proportions  changed  little  during  the  entire 
1968/69—1973/74  period 

ORANGES  AND  TANGERINES.— Orange  (including 
tangerine)  production  in  24  major  producing  countries 
increased  by  32  percent  between  1968/69  and  1973/74. 
About  80  percent  of  the  production  in  1973/74  was  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere,  a  smaller  share  than  in  previous 
seasons  because  Southern  Hemisphere  production,  led  by 
Brazil,  has  been  growing  at  a  faster  rate. 

The  two  major  orange  producing  areas  are  the  United 
States  and  the  countries  of  the  Mediterranean  basin,  which 


accounted  for  34  percent  and  32  percent,  respectively,  of 
total  production  in  1973/74.  Next  to  the  United  States, 
Spain  is  the  largest  producer  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
and  is  by  far  the  largest  exporter  of  oranges  and  tangerines. 

Production  highlights  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
during  the  1968/69—1973/74  period  were  the  steady 
increases  in  Mediterranean  area  production  and  the  sharp 
rises  in  U.S.  orange  and  Japanese  satsuma  production  in 
1972/73. 

An  interesting  trend,  not  shown  by  the  production  table, 
but  implied  by  some  of  the  European  country  import 
tables,  has  been  the  gradually  increasing  production  of 
tangerines,  particularly  in  the  Mediterranean  area. 
Tangerine  production  in  the  Mediterranean  area  rose  from 
12  percent  of  total  orange  production  in  1968/69  to  in 
excess  of  15  percent  in  1973/74. 

In  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  growth  in  Brazilian  (Sao 
Paulo  state  only)  orange  production,  which  rose  from  1.6 
million  tons  in  1968/69  to  3.8  million  tons  in  1973/74,  was 
the  most  notable  development.  South  Africa,  the  third 
largest  producer  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  was  the 
largest  exporter  of  fresh  oranges. 

LEMONS. — Lemon  production  rose  24  percent  in  the 
1968/  69—1973/  74  period,  with  the  United  States  andjtaly 
the  largest  producers.  Italian  production  declined  from  the 
peak  reached  in  the  late  1960's  but  was  largely  offset  in  the 
Mediterranean  region  by  higher  outturns  in  Greece  and 
Spain.  South  American  production,  led  by  Argentina  and 
Brazil,  doubled  from  the  1968/69  mark. 

GRAPEFRUIT.— Production  increased  by  25  percent 
between  the  1968/69  and  1973/74  seasons.  Most  of  the 
increases  were  in  the  United  States  and  Israel,  the  two 
leading  producing  countries.  U.S.  output  averaged  73 
percent  of  the  total  during  the  6-year  period.  Production  in 
Argentina,  Cyprus,  and  Mexico  increased  during  the 
period  and  these  countries  assumed  greater  roles  in  trade.

Fresh  Citrus  Exports 

Fresh  citrus  exports  overall  increased  between  1968/69 
and  1972/73.  In  1973/74,  exports  declined  when  the 
economic  situation  curtailed  demand  in  Europe  and  a  late 
start  in  harvesting  in  the  Mediterranean  region  shortened 
the  export  marketing  period.  Available  statistics  indicate 
that  fresh  citrus  exports  have  been  20-25  percent  greater  in 
recent  years  than  in  1968/69. 

ORANGES  AND  TANGERINES,  FRESH.— From 
1970/71  to  1973/74,  an  estimated  12  percent  of  world 
production  of  oranges  and  tangerines  entered  world  trade 
in  the  fresh  state,  down  from  13  percent  in  the  1968/  69  and 
1969/70  seasons.  Spain  accounts  for  nearly  a-third  of  the 
world's  exports,  more  than  twice  the  quantity  of  either  of  its 
nearest  competitors,  Morocco  and  Israel.  The  United 
States,  South  Africa,  Cyprus,  Greece,  Turkey,  and  Egypt 
are  other  major  exporters  of  fresh  oranges  and  tangerines. 

Exports  from  the  Mediterranean  region,  which  accounts 
for  more  than  80  percent  of  the  world  total,  are  destined 
mainly  for  the  nearby  fresh  markets  of  Western  and 
Eastern  Europe.  Except  for  Italy,  the  Mediterranean 
countries  export  a  large  protion  of  their  production.  The 
Mediterranean  producing  countries — dependent  on 
European  sales — were  more  affected  than  other  producers 
by  the  economic  recession  and  by  reduced  purchases  of 
European  market  countries  in  1973/74. 

From  3  to  4  percent  of  U.S.  orange  production  is 
exported  as  fresh  fruit  each  year.  Canada  is  the  largest 
market,  but  important  quantities  go  to  Hong  Kong  and  to 
Europe.  U.S.  exports  to  Europe  are  mainly  during  the 
summer  and  early  fall  months  when  supplies  from  the 
Mediterranean  countries  are  minimal  and  when  EC  duties 
are  less  restrictive. 

LEMONS. — Fresh  lemon  exports  remained  relatively 
stable  after  the  jump  in  1970/71.  Nearly  two-thirds  of 
world  exports  originated  in  Mediterranean  countries  in 
1973/74.  An  estimated  35-40  percent  of  Mediterranean 
area  production  is  destined  for  fresh  fruit  export,  mainly  to 
Europe.  Exports  from  the  United  States  expanded  during 
the  period  and  by  1973/ 74  accounted  for  one-quarter  of  the 
world  total. 

Total  Mediterranean  area  exports  declined  despite 
sharply  increased  exports  from  Spain,  Greece,  and  Turkey. 
This  was  mainly  because  of  Italy's  reduced  commercial 
production,  which  also  suffered  from  quality  and  disease 
problems.  Toward  the  end  of  the  period,  Greece  and  Italy 
were  making  increasingly  larger  shipments  to  the  USSR  as 
well  as  to  Europe. 

U.S.  lemon  exports,  second  to  those  of  Italy,  gained 
substantially  during  the  period,  mainly  because  of 
increased  shipments  to  Japan  and  Europe. 

GRAPEFRUIT.  — In  recent  years  nearly  one-sixth  of 
world  production  has  been  exported  as  fresh  fruit.  Israel 
and  the  United  States  were  the  largest  exporters,  together 


accounting  for  about  three  quarters  of  world  grapefruit 
exports.  Other  major  exporters  included  Cyprus  and  South 
Africa.  Argentina  has  recently  increased  production  and  is 
expanding  exports.  Nevertheless,  most  of  the  growth  in 
exports  since  1970/71  has  been  the  result  of  greater  U.S. 
shipments  to  Japan.  Israel's  exports  changed  little  between 
1970/71  and  1973/74  while  South  Africa's  exports  have 
declined  since  1968/69. 

Most  of  Israel's  exports  went  to  Europe,  mainly  to  the 
European  Community  (EC)  countries.  Prior  to  the  1971  72 
season,  U.S.  exports  went  mainly  to  Canada  and  Europe. 
However,  total  U.S.  grapefruit  exports  since  then  have 
more  than  doubled  as  a  direct  result  of  the  elimination  of 
grapefruit  quotas  in  Japan.  In  1973/74,  Japan  accounted 
for  66  percent  of  all  U.S.  exports  with  22  percent  shipped  to 
Canada  and  10  percent  to  the  EC.  U.S.  exports  to  Europe 
increased  steadily  during  the  1968/69 — 1973/74  period. 

Fresh  Citrus  Imports 

ORANGES  AND  TANGERINES.— The  EC,  led  by  West 
Germany  and  France,  have  accounted  for  about  60  percent 
of  the  world's  imports  of  fresh  oranges  in  recent  years. 
Eastern  Europe  and  the  USSR,  non-EC  West  European 
countries,  Canada,  and  Hong  Kong  were  the  other  major 
importing  areas  and  countries.  Imports  increased  each  year 
in  all  major  world  regions  except  for  declines  in  EC 
countries  during  the  1970/71  and  1973/74  seasons. 

LEMONS. — West  Germany,  France,  Japan,  and  the 
USSR  are  the  major  importers  of  lemons.  The  EC 
accounted  for  about  40  percent  of  the  total  world  imports. 
World  import  demand  was  relatively  steady  from  1970  7 1 
to  1973/74  as  greater  purchases  by  Japan  largely  offset 
reduced  demand  in  other  markets. 

GRAPEFRUIT.— In  ranking  order,  Japan,  the  United 
Kingdom,  West  Germany,  Canada,  and  France  were  the 
principal  importers  of  grapefruit  in  1974.  The  EC  as  a 
market,  took  an  estimated  50  to  55  percent  of  all  imports  in 
recent  years,  mostly  from  Israel  and  Cyprus;  increasing 
quantities  also  came  from  the  United  States.  Japan  and 
Canada  accounted  for  most  of  the  remaining  grapefruit 
imports,  mainly  from  the  United  States. 

World  imports  have  increased  by  two-thirds  since 
1968/69.  Imports  by  the  EC  have  grown  steadily  since 
1968/69,  while  imports  by  Japan  grew  dramatically  after 
the  lifting  of  quantitative  restrictions  in  June  1971. 


Processed  Citrus  Exports 

Total  citrus  juice  exports  increased  rapidly  during  the 
1968/69—1973/74  period,  particularly  for  orange  juice 
concentrates.  Many  countries  turned  to  processing  to 
utilize  growing  quantities  of  citrus  that  could  not  be 
marketed  fresh. 
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There  are  few  statistics  available  on  processing  of  citrus 
products  other  than  juice. 

ORANGE  JUICE. — The  leading  exporters  of  orange  juice 
were  Brazil  and  the  United  States.  Other  large  exporters 
included  Israel,  Mexico,  Spain,  Italy,  South  Africa, 
Argentina,  Morocco,  and  Greece.  Nearly  all  of  Brazil's 
citrus  juice  production,  mainly  concentrates,  was  destined 
for  foreign  markets  as  was  juice  production  of  the  other 
major  processing  countries  except  for  the  United  States. 
Less  than  5  percent  of  U.S.  domestic  orange  juice 
production  entered  in  1973/74.  By  comparison,  nearly  60 
percent  of  Brazil's  (Sao  Paulo  State)  production  was 
processed  in  1973/74,  nearly  all  for  export.  Exports  of 
orange  juice  are  an  increasingly  important  feature  of  the 
citrus  industries  of  most  producing  countries,  not  only  as  a 
means  of  disposing  of  surplus  fresh  production,  but  also  to 
meet  increasing  demand  for  juice  in  importing  countries. 

About  half  of  U.S.  orange  juice  exports  since  1971/72 
has  gone  to  Canada.  Brazil  and  Mexico  are  the  other  major 
shippers  to  the  Canadian  market.  Most  of  the  exports  of 
Brazil  and  Israel  are  to  Northern  Europe.  World  suppliers 
also  export  some  juice  to  the  Far  East,  namely  Japan,  Hong 
Kong,  and  Singapore,  but  these  countries  have  been 
essentially  fresh  fruit  markets.  Indications  are  that  the 
annual  increase  in  world  exports  of  orange  juice  were 
interrupted  in  1974  by  large  carry-in  stocks  and  reduced 
consumer  demand  in  several  large  importing  countries. 

LEMON  JUICE.— An  estimated  15  to  20  percent  of  world 
production  is  processed,  rnainly  juice  and  lemon  oil. 
Proportions  processed  in  the  United  States  and  Italy  are 
much  higher.  The  leading  exporters  of  lemon  juice  are  the 
United  States,  Italy,  Greece,  Spain,  Argentina,  and 
Mexico.  Indications  are  that  lemon  juice  exports  have 
experienced  little  or  no  growth  in  recent  years. 

GRAPEFRUIT  JUICE.— Processing  and  export  data 
from  several  of  the  major  countries  indicate  that  grapefruit 
juice  exports  grew  substantially  through  the  1972/73 
season  but  declined  slightly  in  1973/74.  The  largest 
exporters  of  grapefruit  juice  include  Israel,  the  United 
States,  Argentina,  and  South  Africa.  Although  the  United 
States  processed  6-7  times  more  grapefruit  juice  than  Israel, 
about  95  percent  of  Israel's  grapefruit  juice  production  was 
exported,  mainly  to  Europe,  while  only  a  small  proportion 


of  U.S.  grapefruit  juice  was  exported.  An  estimated 
125,000-130,000  tons  of  Israel's  grapefruit  crop  of  389,000 
tons  were  utilized  for  juice  in  1973/74. 


Processed  Citrus  Imports 

ORANGE  JUICE.— West  Germany  is  the  world's  largest 
importer  of  orange  juice,  with  an  import  volume  more  than 
twice  that  of  the  second  largest  importer,  the  United  States. 
Canada,  Netherlands,  France,  Sweden,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  and  Denmark  are  other 
leading  importers.  In  several  European  countries,  notably 
the  Netherlands,  a  growing  quantity  of  imported  juice  is  re- 
exported in  the  form  of  reconstituted  orange  juice.  The 
great  proportion  of  orange  juice  imported  by  the  major 
importing  countries  is  in  the  form  of  frozen  concentrate  in 
bulk  for  further  processing  rather  than  in  consumer 
containers.  "Hot-pack"  concentrate  is  also  an  important 
though  declining  form  of  imported  juice. 

LEMON  JUICE.— There  are  few  statistics  available  from 
which  to  draw  accurate  conclusions  about  imports  of 
lernon  juice.  In  many  countries,  data  for  lemon  juice  are 
combined  in  a  single  category  with  other  citrus  juices. 

The  major  importers  during  the  period  were  Canada,  the 
EC  (particularly  West  Germany,  France,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Belgium-Luxembourg,  and  the  Netherlands), 
Switzerland,  Sweden,  and  Japan.  Data  from  these 
countries  suggest  that  concentrate  purchases  are  made  in 
bulk  for  re-packing  or  reconstituting  within  the  importing 
country.  Some  of  this  reprocessed  juice  is  subsequently 
ezported  to  neighboring  European  countries. 

GRAPEFRUIT  JUICE.— The  largest  importers  of 
grapefruit  juice  are  the  EC  and  Canada.  The  United 
Kingdom,  West  Germany,  and  France  are  the  major  EC 
importers,  mainly  of  single-strength  juice  from  Israel. 

On  the  basis  of  limited  data  from  a  few  countries,  it 
would  appear  that  import  demand  for  grapefruit  juice  has 
grown  in  recent  years,  but  less  rapidly  than  demand  for 
fresh  grapefruit.  Demand  in  1974  was  affected  by  high 
inventories  and  adverse  economic  conditions  in  the  import 
countries.
